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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there are no 
prior arts teaching or suggesting of a system for interacting with a building, the system 
comprising: 

at least one RFID tag disposed in a vicinity of the building, the RFID tag having 
building information stored therein; 

a portable device having an RFID transceiver therein, the portable device 
configured to interact wirelessly with the at least one RFID tag to access the building 
information.

Hsiao et al discloses a position tracking system for a plurality of mobile tractors and 
trailers having RFID tags. The mobile tractors and trailers are located within the fixed- 
location facilities, which are monitoring the status, condition, location, present and 
absent of each mobile tractors and trailers by RFID tags. [US 6,687,609] 
Hines et al discloses a personal alarm monitoring system for the recording of a record 
of locations of a person as the person travels through designated premises having a 
series of designated areas interconnected by portals or gateways by RFID tags. 
[US 6,396,413] 

Gazdzinski discloses an information and control system is coupled to the elevator 
system of a building. The system is fitted with an RFID interrogator/reader capable of 
recognizing RFID tags carried by passengers on the elevator, thereby granting access 
to various controlled locations automatically after password authentication. 
[US 6,615,175] 

Haag discloses architecture for management of an automatic parking and storage 
facility to provide interactive interface capability to access, monitor and control the 
parking and storage facility locally and remotely by using RFID tags. [US 6,662,077] 
Mullaly et al discloses a method of directly communication between addressable 
electronically-controllable appliances using generalized pointing device such as RF 
pointer. [US 6,567,032]
